I spoke to Mr. Denmen this afternoon to enquire 
when the telephone check upon REES would be operating. 
He said that his engineer would be travelling to 
Aberystwyth tomorrow morning, but unfortunately would not 
arrive until about lh p.m. The check would not therefore 
be operating until about 7 pem. I also told him that it 
was our intention to get Mr. Skardon to ring up REES on 
Sunday morning, to invite him to make a Statement, and that 
we hoped to record his conversation with REES, Although 
we should obtain this conversation on the REES check at 
Aberystwyth, it would be advisable to make a record of the 
conversation that took place on the telephone number in 
London. This would take place on WHItehall 2017 - a telephone 
installed in the bedroom of Mr. Skardon's flat at 
hi South Audley Street and for which we should not require 
a warrant in order to operate a check.

I then asked the Director to read the passages Sidelined 
in ink on the proof, which the Director did, I then tola 
him that the author of this article was Mr, Goronwy REES who 
was at present the Principal of Aberystwyth University 
College in Wales, Mr. REES had been a Close associate of 
BURGESS in the 1930s at least, and had been connected in some 
way with BURGESS in his Espionage work, JI showed ‘to the 
Director, and he read and returned to me, the statement we 
had taken from Mr, Goronwy REES dated 6.6.51, and I pointed 
out to the Director that he would see from this statement 
that Mr. REES had certainly not told the whole truth. He 
says in the first instance that BURGESS told him he was 
working on behalf of an anti-Fascist organisation, his task 
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being to collect political information, and later he told 
him that this organisation was in fact the Comintern, or 
rather a secret branch of it. Mr. REES later admits in this 
statement that BURGESS asked him to help him in carrying out 
this work, but later he says that BURGESS never asked him 

to obtain any information, though he further states - 

"yl wished to have no more to do with his organisation", 

from which it is quite clear that he must have been active 

in this organisation and must in fact have provided BURGESS 
with some kind of political information. 


I told the Director in connection with this case that 
I had not submitted the case to him to consider the 
prosecution of Mr. Goronwy REES, because in my view there 
was not sufficient evidence based on the statement aldne, 
and at that time we were heavily investigating the whole 
aspect of the BURGESS case. The Director said he quite 
understood the whole position, and agreed that on the state- 
ment alone there was not enough evidence to justify a 
prosecution of Mr. Goronwy REES. 


T then showed the Director a copy of the statement which 
BLUNT had made on 6th June, 1951. The Director said he 
noticed that the point had not been put to BLUNT that, 
according to Goronwy REES, BLUNT was another of BURGESS's 
sources$ I said that was the case, and the reason was that 
we were closely investigating BLUNT's activities, and we are 
still investigating them. We merely asked BLUNT to give 
his own account of his association with BURGESS. He was 
not questioned on his statement. 


The Director said he could quite see that this was a 
very difficult matter for us to handle, and the article might 
well cause us a considerable embarrassment. 


I then said that my real object in calling to see him 
was to ask whether he would consider advising the Home 
Secretary to exercise the powers given under Section 6 of 
the 1920 Official Secrets Act, as amended by the 1939 Act, 
to compel Goronwy REES to disclose information about the 
famous writer whom he was proposing to name as a Soviet agent. 


We had a discussion on this matter, and the Director 
said he certainly could not advise the Home Secretary to 
issue any such direction at the moment. He thought we 
should wait and see what was contained in the next article, 
and that in any event Goronwy REES should be asked to give 
this information and if he refused the Director agreed there 
were grounds for exercising the powers conferred by Sec, 6. 
The difficulty he felt at the moment was that there had been 
no refusal by Mr. REED to furnish the information. The 
matter was thus left that we should take steps to ask Mr. 
REES to furnish the information, and if he refused then the 
Director said he might well be prepared to advise the Home 
Secretary to issue the direction. 


I next discused with the Director the difficult question 
as to whether we could launch a prosecution against BURGESS, 
should he return to this country. I told the Director I 
had been thinking about this difficult problem and I was of 
opinion that we could charge BURGESS with an offence against 
Section 1, of communicating information to an enemy. I 
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outlined the case as I saw it, namely that we could prove 
that BURGESS was up to the time of his disappearance in 

the employ of the Foreign Office, and thus had access to 
official secrets. We could next prove the statement which 
was issued by MACLEAN and BURGESS in Moscow, and we could 
do this by calling the “Sunday Times" correspondent and the 
correspondent of REUTERS. I said the Director would 
remember in this statement that MACLEAN and BURGESS stated 
they had gone to Russia to assist the authorities there in 
the preservation of peace, as they knew from information 
they had acquired in the course of their official duties 
that the Western Powers were not working for peace. 


I suggested we could then bring into play the provisions 
of Section 2 of the 4920 Act, and prove that BURGESS was in 
touch with a foreign agent, as defined in that Section, 
which brought into play the presumption that BURGESS had 
communicated information. 


The Director said he agreed that it was possible to 
found a case in this way, and if BURGESS returned we could 
no doubt in the absence of any better evidence take proceedings 
on these lines. 


I reported the result of my meeting with the Director 
to the D.G., D., Di and D.1.A (Mr. Reed). The D.G. said 
that at his interview with Sir Frank Newsam that morning 
Sir Frank haa stated that he would be prepared to advise the 
Home Secretary to issue directions under Section 6, provided 


the D.P.P. advised there was @ legal case. The D.G,. rang 
Sir Frank Newsam and told him that the Director had stated 
that in his view a case could not be made out for asking the 
Home Secretary to issue such a Girection, as there was no 
evidence of any refusal by Goronwy REES to supply such 
information. 


The D.G. told Sir Frank that we were taking steps to 
interview Mr. REES, to see whether he would give the 
information, and if he refused to do this the provisions of 
Section 6 could be brought into play. Sir Frank Newsam 
thought at one stage that the Police should do the interview, 
put agreed with the D.G. that the first interview could be 
carried out by lir.

I saw Sir Frank Newsam at the Home Office 
this morning when I told him about the series of 
articles about BURGESS which'fhe People! are proposing 
to publish starting on Sunday next. 


I explained that we had identified the author 
as one Goronway REES. REES had been one of the first 
persons to come forward with a voluntary statement which 
had been taken formally from him by a police officer 
Soon after the disappearance of BURGESS and MACLEAN. 

It now appeared that he was proposing to make revelations 
going beyond the statement he had made to us and beyond 
any information he had supplied under close questioning. 
If the claims made in the advance notices of the series 
to be published in"The People' were correct, then REES 
had a much more complete knowledge of BURGESS's 
espionage activities than he had ever admitted. to USe 

In consequence I thought that, after the publication of 
the first article, we ought to demand this information 
from him formally and oblige him to give it under 
Section VI of the Official Secrets Act. 


I understood that any action under Section 
VI of the 0.S.A. required the Home Secretary's approval. 
In preparation for putting the case to the Home Secretary 
I had sent my Legal Adviser to see the Director of Public 
Prosecutions this morning. 


After some discussion, Newsam gave it as his 
opinion that the application to the Home Secretary 
should be made by the Commissioner of Police upon the 
advice of the Director of Public Prosecutions. He 
asked that we should sort these formalities out in 
readiness for a conference with the Home Secretary 
early on Monday morning. 


On his return from seeing the D.P.P. LeAe 
informed me that the D.P.P. had advised that, before 
bringing into operation Section VI of the 0.8.A. we 
should attempt to persuade REES to give us his infor- 
mation voluntarily. I therefore rang Newsam and told 
him we should do this and should not therefore be making 
a bid for a conference with the Home Secretary early on 
Monday morning.

Morgan Goronwy R&S was born at Aberystwyth on 
99 November 1909. He was educated at Aberystwyth 
Gounty School and the High School for Boys Cardiff, 
and at New College Oxford where he took his degree in 
1931. He was a Prize Fellow of All Souls College 
Oxford in 1931/32 and then became a leader writer for 
the manchester Guardian working in Berlin and Vienna in 
1932/35. From 1933 to 1955 he was working as a Research 
Fellow of All Souls but continued to write for the 
Manchester Guardian at the same time. From 1955 to 
1937 he was Assistant sditor of the Spectator. 


R&ES joined the Army in 1959 and served with the 
Intelligence Corps for most of the war. In 1945 he 
was an officer with G.C.H.@. Home Forces and in 1944 was 
appointed as G.S.0.II to Secretariat H.4. Control 
Commission for Germany. He left the Army as a Lieutenant 
Golonel in October 1945. From 1946 to 1952 he was in 
business and in 1953 was elected Principal of the University 
College of Wales, Aberystwyth, which position he still holds. 
From about 1947 until 1951 he was consulteu on 
Russian matters as he is an expert in Russian pas sOeeAy » 
sociology etc. He has published one or two novels an 
reviews books for newspapers and periodicals. He is a 
writer and speaker of ability and has spoken on the B,B.C, 


After the disappearance of MACL“AN and BURGESS, 
REBS made a voluntary statement about his knowledge ol 
a ae oe d ; ~— ; 2% 
BURGESS. His statement contained the following points:= 


1) BURGESS was an active communist in cbout 1932/33. 

2) In 1957 BURGESS told him that he was collecting 
confidential political information for an antl- 
Fascist organisation which he later said was a 
secret branch of the Comintern. 


BURGESS told him that he had left the Communist 
Party “under direction" which direction he had 
obeyed because of the depth of his political 
convictions although to do so was against his 
personal inclinations. 


In 1957 BURGSSS asked R&ES to help him in his work 
for the Comintern. 


5) BURGESS told RusS that Antaony BLUNT (qv) was one 
of his sources of information. 


In the course of the interview during which RadS made 
his statement he said that BURGESS nad a Russian contact 
whom he met in cafes in London to hand over material. Ata 
later interview in July 1951 in reply to a question, RES 
said that when BURGESS told him that he handed over his 
information to a Russian he had the impression that several 
geoens were involved and that BURGESS himself did not know 

heir Dapaeaben REBS spoke of “the Russian from Paris" 
but when questioned he said that he imagined rather than 
knew that the contact(s) came from Paris. 
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REES said that he severed his connections with the 
work he had been doing for BURGESS at the time of the 
Soviet German pact (August 1939). He added that he thought 
that BURGESS had given it u up at the same time but could not 
give any sound reason for this belief. 


In the course of the interview R&ES repeatedly said 
with much emphasis that BURGESS was the “ge complete 
Marxist that he had ever known and from the time of wre 
fist meeting in 1929 up to the time of his disappearanc 
BURGESS" every thought and action was dictated by his 
Marxist philosophy. 


REES has not been interviewed again hut his case was 
investigated over a long period. No evidence of espionage 
(with the exception of his’own admissions) has been found. 
There is nothing to suggest that he is a communist in the 
sense of belonging to the Communist Party but it is probable 

€ that he could with accuracy be described as a larxist

said that he was representing Wales on the 
Home Office Committee on Homosexuality and 
Prostitution. This work was not of course 
vettable. I then gave Allen the outlines of 
REES' case, in particular mentioning his 
disclosure of the approach from Guy BURGESS 
in 1937. Allen was glad to have this 
information and would bear it in mind in 
case it should be contemplated at any time 
in the Home Office to employ REES in a 
capacity of security concern.

The Informer and the 
Communist 


By GORONWY REES 


N August 3rd, 1948, Mr. Whittaker Chambers, then a 
senior editor of Time magazine, testified before the 
notorious Committee on Un-American Activities in 

Washington that from 1934 to 1937 he had been an underground 
Communist agent, with the primary task of maintaining con- 
tact with a secret group of Communists in the service of the 
United States Government. Among the members of the group 
whom he named was Mr. Alger Hiss, a brilliant young lawyer 
and State Department official, who had recently, on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. John Foster Dulles, become President of the 
Carnegie Endowment for World Peace. 

For the public this was the beginning of the Hiss case, 
which was to provoke one of the great State trials of history. 
To the host of Alger Hiss’s friends and admirers (and all who 
knew him admired him) Mr. Chambers’ evidence was, quite 
simply, incredible; nor was Mr. Chambers’ past such as to 
increase his credibility as a witness. Yet as the case dragged 
on its protracted and painful course, punctuated by incidents 
which sounded as if they came from The Adventures of 
Sherlock Holmes (The Prothonotary Warbler; The State 
Department Documents; The Microfilms in the Pumpkin), it 
gradually and amazingly became clear that the evidence of 
Chambers, not Hiss, stood up best to examination; and in the 
end it was Hiss who was convicted of perjury and sentenced. 

In the Dreyfus case there were to the end, and after, anti- 
Dreyfusards who believed that, even-if Dreyfus was innocent, 
he should for the greater glory of France and her army be 
convicted. In the Hiss case there were many who believed that, 
even if Hiss were guilty, he should for the greater glory of 
American liberalism be acquitted. In accusing him Chambers 
had attacked what a malicious journalist described as “ a certi- 
fied gentleman,” and a large and powerful body of Americans 
felt themselves personally affronted, traduced and—menaced. 
For these persons there was something diabolical about the 
short, fat figure of Hiss’s accuser, the self-confessed agent and 
spy, to whom rumour and insinuation came to ascribe crimes 
and vices not less than those of Pope John XXII. He seemed 
a perjurer more squalid than Oates, a fabricator more success- 
ful than Pigott, a traitor more richly rewarded than Judas; 
and assured of a place in history at least as the first man to 
discover how to commit forgery by typewriter. 

Mr. Chambers has now written his own story, under the title 
of Witness,* which he intends both in its legal and its theological 
sense; and his book adds one more to the many surprises for 
which this very surprising man has been responsible. It was 
quite clear from Mr. Chambers’ conduct and testimony in the 
Hiss case that, by any standards, he was a very remarkable 
man; it seems hardly reasonable that he should now also show 
himself to be a very remarkable writer. The memoirs of spies 
and agents and informers are on the whole very dreary reading. 
Mr. Chambers, in addition to his other talents, possesses great 
literary gifts, most of all the gift of impressing on every sen- 
tence he writes the force of his own original, bizarre and 
extremely powerful personality. 

Many readers will not find that personality sympathetic, and 
Witness is in many ways not a sympathetic book. There is 
a Messianic strain in Mr. Chambers; he sees himself as a 
mixture of Christ crucified, a Daniel come to judgement, and 
the Bishop of Digne. And whether as a Communist or, later, 
as a Quaker, he has something of the self-righteousness of the 
justified sinner. Indeed it is of James Hogg’s strange master- 
piece that Witness most reminds one; though its full flavour 
requires also a dash of Rousseau and Dostoievsky, and of 
some of the documents in The Varieties of Religious Experience 
(Mr. Chambers has enjoyed most of them). -

It would be impossible, in a short article, to do justice to 
every aspect of this strange book. And it is indeed not one 
book but many: it is a brilliant account of the decay and 
collapse of a middle-class family; it is the record of a religious 
conversion: it is a factual description of the Communist under- 
ground; not least,-it is an intensely exciting narrative of the 
Hiss case. Such richness of material. strains even Mr. 
Chambers’ powers of composition; one of the recurring themes 
that give unity to the book is Mr. Chambers’ picture of what 
makes men Communists and what Communists are like. 

On one of his many appearances to give testimony, Mr. 
Chambers was asked by a Grand-Jury member, no doubt some- 
what dazed by Mr. Chambers’ revelations: “ Mr. Chambers, 

| what does it mean to be a Communist ?” He replied by 
| saying that when he was a Communist he had three heroes. 
The first was the Pole Dzerzinsky, organiser of the Red Terror, 


_who as a political prisoner in Warsaw insisted on being givcn, 


the task of cleaning the latrines of the other prisoners, becaus 


he believed that the most advanced members of a communit 


should take on the lowliest tasks as an example to those who 
were less highly developed. The second was the Jew Leviné, 
'Jeader of the Workers and’ Soldiers Soviets in the Bavarian 
Republic of 1921. When told at his court-martial that he was 
under sentence of death, he answered: “ We Communists are 
always under sentence of death.” The third was. the Russian 
Sazonov, who was sent to Siberia for his part in the assassina- 
tion of Plehve. In Siberia he tried to find a way to protest 
against the abominable conditions in the prison camps; he 
| drenched himself with kerosene, set himself on fire, and burned 
| himself to death. 
This, says Mr. Chambers, is what it means to be a Com- 
munist; the two qualities he distinguishes in his former com- 
-yades, now enemies, are, firstly, that of self-sacrifice raised 
toa degree which amounts to complete contempt of and 
indifference to one’s personal fate; and, secondly, an immense 
force of will, based upon the conviction that there are no 
obstacles which cannot be overcome. It is the faith which will 
| move mountains; or as the slogan has it, “ There is no fortress 
_ which a Bolshevik cannot take.” 


| Total sacrifice of self, an unconquerable will—these are 
‘very nearly the marks of the saints. Yet Mr. Chambers is 
\ very far from believing that Communists are saints, and no 
one could excel him at describing the jealousies, intrigues, 
treacheries, the prurience, moral squalor and mutual distrust, 
‘that afflict the internal life of all Communist Parties. But he does 
not make the mistake which others have made, the same mistake, 
perhaps, as a Roman patrician might have made about the early 
Christians. He does not believe that because Communism, 
outside the Soviet Union, necessarily attracts the neurotic, the 
unbalanced, the pathological, the movement can be nothing 
‘but the reflection of the collective neuroses of its members. 
On the contrary; the facts show that from such material 
Communism can create a wonderfully effective political instru- 
/ment. The problem is precisely how the miracle is achieved. 


Mr. Chambers’ answer to this problem is essentially a simple 
one. Communism, he says, draws its strength from two sources, 
\the working-class and the intellectuals. The working-class is 

driven to Communism by long-term economic pressure, but 

the intellectual responds to a vision. “ An educated man, 
| peering from Harvard Yard, finds in the vision the two 

certainties for which the mind of man tirelessly seeks; a reason 

to live and a reason to die. No other faith of our time presents 
him with the same practical intensity.” 

What is the vision ?. It is, says Mr. Chambers, the vision of 

a world without God, by which he means a world in which men 
are free to remake and transform the world as they wish. It 
| is the vision of introducing a reason, an order and a plan into 
human history; and since history itself has raised men from 
| the zoological slime to the heights of this vision, and provided 
them with the tools and the technique to translate it into 
reality, the vision is no longer a Utopia, but a practical and 
immediate programme of action. “ Its first commandment is 
- found not in the Communist Manifesto, but in the first sentence

_ This vision, says Mr. Chambers, is the Communist revolu- 
tion; and it has a power over men’s minds sufficient to inspire 
the total sacrifice of self and the force of will which Communism 
demands. And the sacrifice of self is total, in the sense of 
willingness not only to suffer and die, but of discarding those 
moral inhibitions which, bourgeois society teaches, are the 
most precious part of the self. The very enormity of the 


crimes and sacrifices demanded is, for fhe Communist, not an 
obstacle to faith but the touchstone and proof of its sincerity. 


Moreover, in a world of war and revolution, there is no 
means of avoiding crime, suffering, destruction: the only 
question worth considering is whether they shall occur for a 
reason or for no reason, for a purpose or no purpose. Com- 
munism is a house with many mansions. There are some 
Communists, the Nechayers of the movement, for whom 
crime and suffering add a sadistic sauce to the rough fare of 
revolution. There are others, sensitive and humane men, who 
shudder at the cost which the revolution entails in human 
suffering; but their very humanity will not allow them to per- 
mit that the cost shall be paid for no reason and to no purpose. 
_ Such is Mr. Chambers’ answer to the question, “ What does 
it mean to be a Communist ? ” and in giving it he has given 
one of the few accounts of Communism which are equal to 
the heights and depths of the subject.
